Its  mission,  to  aotivato,  oquip 
and  train  so  as  to  achiovo  a  RBCON  1  by  1$  Ootobor  1966, 

For  inp]*aontation  of  tho  training  program,  tho  Brigado  was  divided 
into  throo  inoroments.  (Ihol  2)  Basic  Unit  Training  was  conducted  at 
Fort  3onnlng,  Goorgia,  /d  vine  a  Unit  Training  (Ihcl  3)  was  conducted  at 
Canp  Sholby,  Mississippi.

Aftor  a  briof  poriod  of  ::  in -country*  training,  tho  Brigado  bog  an 
combat  oporatlons  on  16  Docombor  1966,  when  tho  Socond  Battalion,  Third 
Infantry  was  commitod  in  Oporation  UNIONTCWN  (INITItTOR).  Tho  Fourth 
Battalion,  Twolfth  Infantry  followed  on  17  Dooombor  I966  with  Oporation 
173rd  TAOR,  tho  first  air-aobllo  "in-oountry*1  oporation  for  tho  Brigade, 

It  is  interesting  to  note,  at  this  point,  that  -ho  Brigado *s  henvy  oqulpmont 
did  not  start  to  arrivo  until  21  Doc onbor  1966,  and  it  all  didn't  closo  at 
£Hgado  until  aftor  5  January  1967*  Units  woro  short  hoavy  equipment  but 
still  ablo  to  carry  out  thoir  missions,  Ch  26  Docombor  19 66  tho  Third 
Battalion,  Servonth  Infantry  relieved  tha  Socond  Battalion,  Third  Infantry 
from  tho  UKKWTO’N  MISSION. 


Tho  oarly  missions  woro  charactorizod  by  soarch  and  destroy  and 
ambush  operations.  On  12  January  1967  tho  Brigado  initiatod  Oporation 
FAIRFAX,  Operation  FAIRFAX,  a  Revolutionary  Development  and  Pacification 
mission  In  Gia  D  nh,  Provinco,  covors  throo  districts:  Quan  Thu  Duo,  Quan 
Nha  Bo,  and  Quan  Binh  Chanh.  Joined  sido  by  sldo,  thoso  throo  districts  ring 
tho  Southern  approachos  into  Saigon.  It  is  osscntial  for  tho  security  of  this 
capitol  city,  that  they  romain  under  tho  control  of  the  GVN,  Tho  Brigado  *s 
position  not  only  sorvos  to  block  this  anaay  avanuo  of  approach  into  Saigon's 
back  door,  but  it  also  givos  tho  Brig  -do  tho  opportunity  to  assist  tho  Viot- 
n arioso  people  through  tho  (KD)  Program. 

Working  with  counterpart  ARVN  combat  fore  os  and  in  coordination  with 
tho  loe-1  district  chiefs,  tho  Battalions  of  tho  Brigado  havo  conducted  many 
operations  in  support  of  tho  Pacification  offort.  Thoy  havo  conducted 
froquost  air-nobilo  assaults,  both  conventional  and  Eoglo  flights. 

Saturation  patrols  and  stay  bohind  patrols,  as  voll  as  cordon  and  search  oper¬ 
ations  havo  also  bocn  employed  vory  of  •'’octivoly,  A  thorough  study  of  tho 
program,  and  its  goals,  allowed  tho  brigado  to  achieve  oarly  success  as  es¬ 
tablishing  end  maintaining  tho  propor  rapport  in  its  working  relationships 
irith  local  V iotnnmoso  Govommcnt  officials.  Mutual  cooporatidn  has  bocn  a  key 
fop tor  In  tho  success  gained  thus  far,  in  oporation  FAIRFAX.  Oporation  FAIRFAX 
was  still  in  progross  at  tho  oloso  of  this  roportlng  poriod,  Tho  aftor  action

Tho  Brigado  Civic  Action  Program  up  to  12  January  1967  was  repre¬ 
sented  by  MEDCAPassistanco  to  a  few  villages.  When  tho  Brigado  took  on  tho 
RD  mission,  tho  CA  program  was  enlarged  to  provides  more  notorial  benefits  to 
tho  Inhabitants  of  Gia-Dinh  Provinco,  tho  Brigade's  area  of  operation  (AO), 
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2.  Organization:  CONFIDENTIAL 

The  199th  Infantry  Brigade  (Sep)(Light)  consists  of  three  Infantry 
Battalion  a  Support  Batt  lion,  an  xtillery  Battalion,  a  Troop  of  Cavalry, 
an  Engineer  Company  and  a  Brigade  headquarters  Company,  In  addition  there 
are  seven  detaohnenta ,  attached  to  tho  Brigade  Readquartors  Company,  These 
detachments  represent  the  following  branches,  or  agencies,  of  the  servioet 
Chemical,  '  ilitary  Intelligence,  Signal,  xmy  Security,  military  olios, 
Public  Information  and  Military  History.  The  attached  Signal  Platoon  had 
not  arrised  "in-country",  at  the  olose  of  this  reporting  period. 

Bach  Infantry  Battalion  has  only  forty-six  wheeled  vehicles}  no 
tracked  vehicles,  a  battalion  consists  of  three  rifle  con  panies  and  a 
combat  sunport  company.  The  rifle  companies  contain  three  rifle  platoons 
and  an  81m  mortar  platoon.  The  oonbat  support  oonnany  a  reconnaissance 
platoon,  106on  rifle  platoon  and  an  81nm  mortar  platoon.  ITC&E  number 
77-102T,  OD  USCOi'ARC  2/67,  sdds  a  fourth  rifle  ota$any  to  each  of  the 
infantry  battalions.  This  fourth  company  is  not  expeoted  to  join  until 
Maroh  1967,  at  the  earliest. 

The  Artillery  Battalion,  has  as  its  main  armament  the  (P101  1-1 ) 

105mm  (towed)  howitzer.  It  is  organized  into  three  firing  batteries,  of  six 
tubes  each,  and  a  headquarters  and  service  battery. 

The  support -Battalion  has  a  headquarters  detachment,  an  administration 
company,  a  maintenance  company  and  a  modi  cal  oomany.  At  fhll  strength,  the 
Battalion  has  the  capacity  for  Brigade  level  logistical  support,  to  include 
storage  of  all  classes  of  sumply.  It  provides  direct  support  maintenance, 
ana  can  also  furnish  Brigade  medical  aervico,  including  evacuation,  estab¬ 
lishment  and  or>erations  of  clearing  stations  and  medical  supply.  The 
Battalion  has  a  limited  capacity  to  earry  Brigade  reserve  supplies. 

Able  to  sustain  itself  in<ooi»bat,  the  199th  Infantry  Brigade  (Sep) 
(light),  is  as  ita  motto  states:  I.ight»-f>Mift—  ccurato.

3.  Intelligence: 

a.  Throughout  the  reporting  period,  the  Viet  Cong  avoided  direct 
contact  whenever  possible.  One  of  the  notable  engagements  oenured  on  17 
January  at  2250  E  in  the  vie  of  XS944966  in  the  District  of  Thu  Due ,  when 
a  friendly  force  ambushed  an  estimated  8-10  nan  VC  squad.  Pour  of  the  VC  were 
killed  in  this  aotion.  The  second  incident  ocourod  on  29  January  at  I846 
H  in  the  vio  of  XS868808,  (ITHA  BE),  An  estimated  force  of  20  VC  fired 
-.ately  6  rounds  of  60mm  mortar  into  the  position  of  the  52nd  Co  (ARVN'  who 
were  in  support  of  the  Seoond  Battalion,  Third  Infantry,  is  the  VC  fled 
the  area  in  four  sannans,  they  were  ambushed  by  elements  of  Co  B  2/3/*  Re¬ 
sults  were  four  sacnans  sunk,  2  VC  KI  (BC)  and  3  VC  KIA  (l~R0B ) .  A 
oeou’iar  incident  oocured  on  27  January  at  2030  F  near  XS953942  (Thu  Due), 
n  element  of  Co  B,  4/ 1 2  Infantry  reported  hearing  a  loudspeaker  broad¬ 
casting,  inbroken  English,  "01  come  out  and  fight,  you  are  a  yellor  belly". 

h.  Using  snail  arms,  nortar  fire  oornand  detonated  mines  and  booby 
traps,  the  Viet  Cong  perpetrated  5d  incidents,  tfiere  weren't  any  large 
scale  or  serious  incidents.  This  tends  to  indicate  that  oltbcUgh  the  VC 
are  located  in  tho  area  oovered  by  Brigade  o-eratio:  s,  they  are  not 
willing  to  riBk  any  involvement  that  is  not  to  their  immediate  advantage.

d.  During  tide  reporting  ->eriod  the  19°th  Tnfantry  Brigade  made 
oontaot  with  the  C48  local  foroe  TTnitj  306,507  local  forc'»  oomanies; 

1  et  and  2nd  companies  of  the  4th  Bn  of  the  165  A  Jegioent,  and  the  Jen  plat 
of  4/165  \. 

e.  Units  believed  to  be  within  the  Brigade’s  AO,  with  whieh  no 
oontact  has  been  made,  are*  5th  and  6th  Battalions  of  the  165\  Beginent. 

4.  Combat  Operations* 

a.  General.  The  Brigade  base  is  situated  at  a  staging  area  in  Jong 
Binh,  VF.  ill  Brigade  O  erations,  except  DUCK,  hare  been  launched  from  this 
base.  It  is  anticipated  that  t  e  Brigade  will  eventually  move  into  a  ier- 
hanent  base  cam;  but  at  the  oluse  of  this  reporting  period  a  site  had  not 
been  selected.  The  Brigade  does  not  have  a  tactical  area  of  responsibility 
(TAO.I) •  Operations  conducted  during  this  reporting  period  varied  in  size 
fro*  sruad  ambushes  thru  battalion  search  and  destroy  missions,  and  finally 
to  Brigade  level  Revolutionary  -erations. 

b.  December.  The  last  element  <f  the  Brigade  closed  Long  Binh,  VN 
-.n  24  December  1966.  The  first  combat  mission  was  initiated  on  16  Deoember 
*lth  the  Seoond  Battalion,  Third  Infantry  Jumping  off  on  0  eration  UFIONTGU 
(TFITIATOR).  (inol  14)  This  was  a  combination  security  and  search  and  destroy 
operation  involving  the  security  of  tbs  Loftg  Binh  Ammdnitlon  Comdex.  It 

wac  timely  and  worthwhile  for  the  battalion  in  that  it  was  not  a  "heavy 
oontaot"  operation.  Record!  ngly,  tho  Third  Infantry  pained  much  experience 
"cheaply" .  17  December  found  the  fourth  Battalion,  Twelfth  Infantry 
conducting  the  Brigade’s  first  "irw-eountry '  air  mobile  assault,  further 
defined  ns  S  &  P  operations  in  seotor  of  173rd  Abn  Ude  TACR,  (inol  15) 
this  was  the  first  combat  mission  for  this  unit  sinoe  its  arrival  in  country 
on  11  Dec  66.  Despite  the  restive  absence  of  oontacf  with  VC  forces,  it 
provided  an  excellent  op  ortunity  for  a  "shake-down"  of  the  Battalion  as 
a  whole  and  for  the  offioere  who  have  Joined  the  unit  since  its  last  training 
exercise  in  COFUS.  Moving  its  area  of  operations  (AO',  the  Fourth  Battalion, 
Twelfth  Infantry  moved  by  dr  from  their  (AO'1  in  the  lord’s  TACR  to  Camp 
Martin  Cox  (Be  rcat),  for  operation  DUCK  (inol  161,  Connencing  on  25  Dec¬ 
ember  1966,  Operation  DUCK  involved  the  security  of  the  Bearcat  BMB  in 
•reparation  for  the  arrival  of  the  9th  Infantry  Di~ision  at  that  location. 
Navigation  vas  very  difficult  for  ground  units  in  the  Bearcat  TACR.  The  4/l2th 
?fif-\ntry  found  that  the  use  of  ground  smoke  signals  and  an  atrial  observer 
vas  an  effective  solution  to  this  problem.  The  Third  Battalion,  Seventh 
Ir.lar.try  relieved  the  eeond  Battalion,  Third  Infantry  from  their  UNIONTOVT 
mission  on  26  December  1966.  Thus  freed,  the  2/3rd  Infantry  started  Operation 
KCtGGSlTS  on  28  December  1966.  This  S  &  D  Mission  in  Bearcat  Taor  Forth, 
reduced  the  Brigade’s  first  VC  KIA  (dc),  although  several  probables  had  been 
recorded  in  earlier  operations. 

(1)  Operation  U1JI0FT0VN  (IFITIATOR),  a  battalion  operation,  con¬ 
tinued  for  the  Seoond  Battalion,  Third  Infantry,  through  26  December  1966. 
primarily  a  security  mission,  the  AO  provided  unlimited  opportunity  for 
ecaroh  and  destroy  operations.  It  allowed  for  the  establishment  of  ambushes 
and  the  development  of  associated  techniques.

(2)  frsrdtion  -SAD  operations  io  Seotor  of  173rd  AM  BBS  TAOR, 
a  battalion  operation,  continued  through  23  Deoember  1966.  Conducting  an 
air  mobile  assault  into  their  ‘0  the  Fourth  Battalion,  Twelfth  Infantry 
established  company  bases  and  conduotod  search  and  destroy  operations. with¬ 
in  designated  Co  AO’s,  1 though  established  ambushes  produoed  negative 
results,  procedures  were  refined  and  t ’ohniquee  were  perfected.  Starlight 
Sopoes  were  used  for  night  observations  with  M-16  rifles;  however,  no  enemy 
were  seen.  Five  VC  huts  and  numerous  anti-hell oopter  devioes  were  found 
and  destroyed. 
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(3)  Operation  DUCV ,  involving  perimeter  security  of  Bearcat  IHD  and 
searah  and  destroy  operations  in  the  Bearcat  T4CR ,  found  TF  4/l  2th  Infantry 
conductive  an  airmobile  movement  to  the  Bearcat  Staging  Area  fron  multiple 
?2fs  in  its  sector  of  the  173rd  Abn  Bde  T  CR.  Three  companies  of  the  4/l2th 
Infantry  were  kept  on  £  &  D  operations  in  Bearcat  Aft  while  one  company  re¬ 
mained  at  the  battalion  oommand  post,  as  the  Brigade  ready  r- serve  force 

(RRF\  The  perimeter  was  diwided  among  the  units  QT CON  to  TF  4/l2th  Inf.  (tricfc  16' 

(4)  Operation  VIGGlNb ,  2/3rd  Infantry,  scheduled  to  begin  on  27 

Dec  66,  was  delayed  ono  day  because  aircraft  were  ’withheld  for  higher  priority 
operations.  WIGGINS  was  a  battalion  deration  with  organic  companies  won- 
duoting  searsh  and  destroy  operations  within  assigned  AO's.  Though  no 
tactical  artillery  missions  were  fired  during  the  duration  of  "7IGGINS,  P.  &  I 
firos  were  employed  on  a  regular  basis.  The  effectiveness  of  the  TiC  Air  LZ 
preparation,  was  very  limited  because  the  ordnance  was  concentrated  in  only 
one  oorner  of  the  LZ.  Tho  AO  was  not  a  base  for  any  known  VC  units,  rather, 
it  was  a  known  infiltration  route  frtm  the  North.  These  routes  were  the 
primary  points  for  interdiction.  Ifuoh  evidence  of  frequent  use  of  the  trails 
and  base  camps  was  found.

c.  January.  During  the  month  of  January  1967  the  199th  Infantry 
Brigade  conduoted  counterinsurgency  combat  operations  in  tho  UNIONTOWN, 

IPGE  TRACK,  HA  BE,  THU  DUC,  SINK  CHANH  Areas  of  Operations  and  the  RUIU 
SAT  S  ECL'i  ZOT'j  of  the  Republi 0  of  Vietnam.  articipation  in  Operation 
F  JHFAX  introduced  the  Brigade ’to  Revolutionary  Development  activities  in 
the  BRA  BE,  THU  DUC,  and  BINH  CHANH  DistriotB  of  GIA  DINH  Province  and 
found  the  Infantry  Battalions  of  the  Brigado  working  in  cooperation  and 
coordination  with  .their  oounterpAr V AJIVN  ba ttalioAAi '  ’These  activities 
restricted  Viet  Cong  operations,  resupply  activities  and  movement  through¬ 
out  all  AO's. 

(1 )  In  the  NBOi  TRACE,  Operation  KELLEY  HILL,  (incl  18),  (inol  19), 
commenoed  on  2  January  with  the  airmobile  insertion  of  the  2/3  Inf,  4/12  Inf, 
A/2/40  Arty,  C/2/4O  Arty  and  selected  Bde  Headquarters  Forward  Conmand  Post 
■ersonnel  into  the  AO.  D/l7  Cav  and-  the'  remaining  ’Bde^Hq* a, elements  moved 
overland  to  the  AO  on  the  Bane  day.  On  5  January  Bde  Hq,  4/l2  Inf  and  c/2/40 
Arty  were  extracted  by  air  from  the  AQ  and  returned  to  the  Brigade  Base  at 
LONG  BINH  where  the  4/12  Inf  and  0/2/40  Arty  pr'  oared  for  *dr  movement  to 
PH«3C  VINH.  On  8  January  the  2/3  Inf.  A/2A°  Arty  and  D/  1 7  Cav  wore 
extracted  from  the  NHtt7  TRACK  AO  bringing  Operation  KWY  HILT,  to  a  close.

(2)  On  7  January  the  4/12  Inf  and  c/2/40  Arty  was  airlifted  from 

Bien  Hoa  air  base  by  twenty  C-130  airoraft  to  HTOC  VINH  to  secure  the  base  camp 
of  the  1st  Bde,  1st  Infantry  Division.  Upon  closing  PHOCC  VINH  the  unit 
c*me  under  the  CfL  CON  of  the  1st  Infantry  Division,  on  11  January  the 
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12  Inf  and  C/2//'  Arty  were  extracted  by  air  frar  'HUDC  VINH  and  returned 
to  control  of  the  ~y$th  Infantry  Brigade.  A  chhngo  »n  missions  for  the 
Isrt  Inf  Div  caused  the  unit  to  be  extracted  prior  to  its  initiation  of 
>W»hflive  conbat  operations  against  the  VC. 

(3)  The  5/7  Infantry  continued  the  UNIOOTOWN  mission  from  1  to 
28  Jan  when  it  was  rolieved  by  the  2/28  Infantry  of  the  1st  Infantry 
Division.  S  &  D  opeaations  in  the  AO  resulted  in  light  enemy  contact. 

There  wore  a  total  of  255  small  unit  actions  1  5  of  which  resulted  in 
contact.  This  However  does  net  negate  the.  importance  of  having  success¬ 
fully  secured  the. vital  facilities  located  in  the  LONG  BIKE  complex  which 
includes  the  large  ammunition  storage  area# 

(4)  Brigade  participation  in  Operation  FAIRFAX  began  when  the 
2/5  Inf  relieved  the  3/22  Inf  of  responsibility  for  the  NBA  BE  AO  on  12 
January.  On  13  January  the  4/1 2  Infantry  relioved  the  l/l6  Infantry  of 
responsibility  for  the  THU  DUC  AO  and  on  31  January  the  3/7  Infantry 
relieved  the  4/9  Infantry  of  responsibility  for  the  BINR  CRAMH  AO.  Units 
of  the  Brigade  have  contributed  significantly  to  the  pacification  of  their 
assigned  AO's,  "kieny  losses  for  the  period  are  68  KIA  (BC),  58  KIA  (PROB), 
55  VC  TV's,  and  579  detainees.  In  addition  51  sampans,  122  buildings,  54 
fortifications,  28  hand  granades,  58  tons  of  rice,  752  lbs  of  TUT  and  350 
rounds  of  ammunition  have  been  destroyed.  Captured  were  440  lbs  of  TNT, 

45  hand  grenades,  10  individual  weapons,  1379  rounds  S£  anno,  IAN/TIC 
10  rmdio,  16,492  '\W ,  1  olayn  re  (CHICQM),  IK- 72  Law,  6  outboard  motors, 

3  sewing  machines,  5  ty  ewriters,  assorted  medical  supplies  and  nedioines, 

60  lbs  of  dooumonts  and  1000  lbs  of  rioe.  The  above  figures  are  the  results 
of  18  AIRMOBILE  ASS ’.ULTS ,  8  EAGLE  FLIGHTS,  2  river  operations  arid  64O  rdght 
ambushes.  Friendly  losses  for  operation  FAIRFAX  stand  at  5  KIA  and  14  WA. 

(5)  On  29  January  the  2/3  Inf  inserted  Co  A  into  the  RUNG  SAT 
SPECIAL  7.01T  r.  to  oonduot  S  &  D  operations  ogainBt  VC  forces  and  facilities 
located  therein.  Co  A  was  relieved  bo  Co  B  on  31  January.  A  total  of  18 
small  unit  actidnej  4'  of  which ’resulted  in  -bohtaot'  have  -been  oodplated  in 
this  area  so  far.  Enemy  losses  are  4  VC  KIA  (BC),  500  lbs  of  rice,  25 
bunkers,  55  houses,  30  sampans  destroyed  and  3  individual  weapons  captured. 

(6)  7>uring  tho  month  103,  0-1  (FAC  &  VR)  sorties,  101  fighter 
sorties  (37  air  strikes)  and  2  flare  shi^  sorties  were  flown  in  support 

of  Brigade  operations.  The  2/4O  Artillery  fired  10,697  rounds  (187*9  tons) 
in  support  of  Brigade  operations. 

5.  ’  Trainingi  The  mission  of  the  199th  Light  Infantry  Brigade  on  1  Jun 
66  was  to  activate,  equim,  and  train  so  as  to  achieve  a  RECON  1  by  15  Oct¬ 
ober  1966.  This  date  was  derived  by  backward  planning  from  a  prescribed 
E1D  of  5  Nov  and  PRL  20  Nov.  To  accomplish  this  mission  the  Brigade  was 
to  have  personnel  on  hand  as  of  10  June  and  equipment  on  hand  ss  of  20  June. 
The  fact  that  these  requirements  were  not  met  until  a  much  later  date ,  :%nd 
the  fact  that  there  was  no  cadre  period,  caused  the  brigade  a  number  of 
problem  areas.  The  Brigade  was  placed  in  the  position  of  activating, 
colliding  •  And  training  simultaneously. 

The  training  portion  of  the  brigade  mlielonewaa  t*  oooplete  tsalo 
unit  training  and  advanced  unit  training  by  8  October  1966,  All  personnel 
assigned  had  completed  DOT  and  AIT.  For  the  Infantry  Battalions,  Basio 
Unit  Training  consisted  of  eight  weeks  cf  scheduled  training  broken  down  as 
followss  Two  weeks  of  Squad  training,  three  weeks  of  ’latoon  training,  and 
three  weeks  of  Company  training.  In  eaeh  phase  a  modifiod  ATT  was  oonduoted 
Modified  because  the  ATT  and  the  training  leading  up  to  the  ATT  was  counter- 
guerrilla/  saunter-insurgency  oriented.  In  preparation  for  these  ATT's,  the 
trooms  moved  habitually  to  the  field  for  3  day  periods  of  nearly  continuous 
training.  At  least  30^  of  training  was  conducted  at  night.  Ibis  concept . 
of  rigorous  and  extended  training,  Cl/ CG  oriented,  followed  by  maintenance 
and  stiff  weekly  inspections  was  adhered  to  throughout  the  Advance  Unit 
Training  ohase  which  ceded  with  tho  Brigade  FTX  2-6  October  1 966; 

The  support  battalion  was  largely  occupied  with  normal  administrative

and  logistical  au  irt,  i.i  other  words  OJT.  Howey  realizing  the  desira¬ 
bility  to  improve  -their  proficiency  in  tactical  operations,  portions  of  the 
support  battalion  and  the  brigade  headquarters  connunications  personnel 
’received  squad  and  platoon  tactical  training  which  was  presented  by  the  rifle 
battalions.  In  the  Brigade  Headquarters  Company,  the  K  platoon  and  the  rifle 
platoons  participated  with  the  rifle  battalions  through  the  end  of  the 
platoon  training  'eriod  and  then  picked  up  their  specialivt  training 
programs.  The  biigade  communications  platoon,  under  the  direction  of  tho 
brigtde  signal  officer  received  its  initial  training  from  the  Infantry 
School  as  there  was  insufficient  communications  equipment  available  to  the 
Brigade  at  that  time  with  which  to  conduct  training.  The  Engineer  oorapany, 
xtillory  Battalion  and  the  Cavalry  troop  eonduoted  standard  unit  training 
modified  to  prepare  them  for  operations  in  a  counter-insurgency  environment. 

In  order  to  off  otivoly  support  both  Basic  Unit  Training  and  .rivonce 
Unit  Training  an  aggressor  foroe  was  developed,  during  a  two  week  guerrilla 
training  program,  and  'resented  by  representatives  from  the  JFK  S 'eoial 
warfare  Center.  Tho  Cav  Troop,  MFC  rifle  platoon  and  the  Reconnaissance 
nlatoons  from  the  three  rifle  battalions  participated.  Once  trained,  these 
units  were  employed  as  aggressors  against  other  units  in  the  Brigade  during 
oom  any  and  battalion  training.  At  the  request  if  the  Commanding  General, 
USAIC,  the  2/506th  Abn  Inf  Battalion  aggressed  against  the  brigade  during  the 
brigade  FTX  October  1 966. 

Wor  innlenentation  of  the  training  program  the  brigade  was  divided 
into  three  increments.  (Note  unit  listings  and  dates  at  Inc!  2)  The 
first  increment,  consisted  of  the  2/3  and  B  Troop  17  Cav  and  began  training 
on  27  June  1966.  Tho  second  inorcrent  d/l2,  2/40,  S  t  Bn,  Engr  company, 
and  HEC  began  training  on  5  July  1966.  The  third  increment,  3/7  began 
training  on  11  July  1966. 

The  training  areas  used  by  the  Brigade  for  Basic  Unit  Training  are 
depleted  at  Inol  4,  N'te  the  Brigade  C'  looation  on  Kelley  Hill .  The 
general  oonoept  was  to  achieve  uniformity  of  training  by  having  each  in¬ 
crement  conduct  training  in  the  same  area,  with  a  division  of  responsi¬ 
bility  between  units  for  problem  preparation.  The  1st  week  of  training 
was  eonduoted  in  area  "BB"  and  "P",  and  2d  week  in  "G"  and  the  3d  week  in  "6". 
Then  tho  "round-robin"  was  repeated  engulfing  additional  areas  as  the  level 
of  training-required.  Some  adjustments  of  this  procedure  were  necessary 
due  to  soheduling  problems,  but  tho  conoe  t  remained  sufficiently  intaut 
to  facilitate  planning  and  problem  preparation. 

The  first  week  of  dvonce  Unit  Training  consisted  of  a  Battalion  FTX, 
conducted  in  area  "9"  •  Designed  primarily-  as  a  vshiole  to  shakedown  the 
battalion,  it  exeroiaed  battalion  tactical  SCT'S  and  presented  an  opportunity 
for  refining  oonraand  and  control  procedures.  Battalion  commanders  were 
chief  controllers  for  their  own  exercises  and  no  evaluation  reports  were 
submitted  to  Brigade.  ASA,  working  in  coordination  with  the  commanders, 
offered  a  meann  to  the  commander  for  checking  his  signal  security,  and 
otherwise  to  improve  his  communication  nrocedures.  After  completing  FTX  1 
units  moved  to  Cam  Shelby,  Mississippi. 

The  'Bvnnco  ''arty  moved  to  Camp  Shelby  Mississippi  on  22  August  1966 
while  the  three  training  increments  departed  for  Shelby  on  25  Aug,  31  Aug  - 
1  Sep,  and  15  Sop.  Troop*  traveled  by  comercial  bus  while  TQfcE  equip¬ 
ment  was  carried  on  organic  transportation  in  convoy.  Although  it  was  only 
an  eight  hour  trip  by  bus,  the  truck  convoys  had  to  remain  overnight  at  the 
Naval  Air  Station  outside  Meridian,  Mississi'v’i.  After  the  Advanoe  Unit 
Training  was  completed  the  Brigade  returned  to  Port  Penning,  (7-13  Oct.) 

Oam  5  Shelby  provided  a  wealth  of  training  areas.  Note  the  contonement 
area  at  Incl  5* 

The  first  battalion  FTX  (FTX  2)  at  Shelby  required  the  establishment  of 
battalion  base  with  all  artund  security,  oonduot  of  saturation  strolling, 
a  meeting  engagement  and  the  concentration  of  foroes  and  firepower  to 
defeat  the  enemy.  The  FTX  culminated  in  a  live  fire  phase. 
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The  second  ittalioa  FTX  (ITa  3)  at  Shelby  is  is  ted  of  a  route  security 

mission,  a  search  and  destroy  mission,  and  the  employment  of  a  quick  reaction 
force.  Brigade  Headquarters  participated  as  the  W  pocrdlna  ting 'headquarters 
in  conjunction  with  hoth  of  these  FTX*. 

Battalion  ATTs  were  oonduotod  by  a  USAIC  Evaluation  Group  working  from 
the  Office  of  the  Director  of  0  &  T,  USAIC*  Each  consisted  of  a  series  of 
operations  in  a  counter-insurgency/ coulter-guerrilla  onviomnent.  The  Brigade 
FTX  was  also  oonduoted  by  the  USAIC  GVovQ)*  and.  it  enoottpasasd  ji  major  portiov) 
of  the  reservation. 

The  Brigade  reocived  a  significant  assist  fron  the  Infantry  School, 
instruction  wise.  Each  Thursday,  for  ei£it  weeks,  one  of  the  instructional 
departments  presented  a  two  hour  evening  class  to  all  officers  and  on 
Tuesday  night  to  f’COs  filling  E-7  and  above  positions.  In  addition  hundreds 
of  offioers  and  NCOs  attended  resident  instruction  for  the  first  several 
months.  In  other  instances  school  departments  presented  training  to 
specific  groups  on  suoh  subjects  as  demolitions,  106  R R,  81  Mortar,  cortmoni- 
Cttloms'  end  Pathfinder  techniques.  On  30  July  a  training  program  was  developed, 
in  coordination  with  the  Airborne  Department,  to  quality  two  men  per  combat 
Coopany/Battery  in  Pathfinder  Techniques.  The  primary  purpose  of  this  one 
week  course  being  to~diveldp.  tie  capability  of  assisting  one,  or  a  few, 
helicopter  (a)  in  landing  for  resupply  or  evacuation  missions.  Fifty  "Red** 
cathera"  were  trained  under  this  program. 

Additional  training  support  was  to  provide  to  one  degree  or  another. 

For  example  -  the  10th  Aviation  Group  presented  a  two  hour  Air  Mobile 
orientation  to  all  oompany  sized  units.  Subsequently,  they  provided  troop 
lifts  within  their  capability  and  consistent  with  their  primary  mission 
of  Transition  Training  in  preparation  of  Aviation  units  for  deployment. 
Comnenoing  1.*  Septenbor,  and  carrying  through  the  Brigade  FTX,  they  support¬ 
ed  the  Brigade  with  A  HU-ID  Company  and  a  Chinook  Com  any,  at  Camp  Shelby, 
Mississippi.  During  this  period,  tiiore  were  1330  HU-ID  sorties  and  over 
200  CH-47  sartioB  involving  troop  and  resupply  missions.  Support 
was  also  provided  from  off-poet  agenoies.  A  four  hour  block  on  Air  Ground 
Operations  was  preaneted  to  seloot  Brigade  personnel,  on  29  July  66,  by  the 
JAG  IT  fron  Tglin  AFB.  Live  air  strikes  w/o  ordnance  were  provided  during 
eon  any  training  and  during  battalion  FTXb/aTTs  at  Camp  Shelby,  Mississippi. 

Shortages  of  -ersonnel,  minimized  the  value  of  training  conducted  by 
the  3rd  Battalion,  7th  Infantry,  as  it  was  filled  at  orily  46  percent  author¬ 
ized  enlisted  strength  on  6  Aug  66,  Although  it  got  a  late  start,  the  3rd  . 
Battalion,  7th  Infantry,  vurauod  tho  accellerated  training  program  outlined  in 
COKARC  cir  350-33,  rapidly  reaching  a  REDCOP  I.  This  program  consisted  of  Bix 
weeks  of  BUT,  one  week  for  evaluation  and  one  week  for  participation  in  a  major 
FTX.  This  oloses  the  book  on  stateside  training,  'fith  elements  deploying  by 
aea  and  air,  the  Brigade  was  completely  closed  in  Vietnam  on  24  Dcoonber  1966. 

Since  arrival  in  tho  country  the  2/3  Infantry,  4/12  Infantry  and  D/l7 
Cavalry  have  conducted  training  in  the  use  of  inflatable  and  assault  boats 
and  river  crossing  operations.  The  3/7  Infantry  confirmed  the  zero  of  all 
r-l6»s  at  the  THU  DUC  ranges.  Co  C,  7th  Support  Bn  (Medical  Company) 
continued  formal  training  along  with  mission  performance. 

The  Redoatchor  Combat  Training  Center  was  established  for  newly  assign¬ 
ed  replacements  to  present  on  intensified  refresher  course  in  weapons,  demo-* 
litions,  mines  and  booby  traps,  tactics  to  include  patrols,  and  ambushes, 
nap  reading,  airmobile  operations,  intelligence  and  lessons  learned  to  newly 
assigned  personnel.  Fifty  four  hours  of  classroom  and  practical  work  axe 
presented  to  the  students  prior  to  graduation.  One  hundred  and  seventy 
six  (176)  replacements  havo  gone  through  the  oonter  during  the  month  of 
January. 

Selected  individuals  from  tho  3/7  Infantry  participated  in  three  days 
of  training  with  1st  Infantry  Division  on  one  of  its  operations. 
d/17  Cavalry  held  training  on  the  use  of  the  starlight  night  vision  devices. 
Selected  nomborB  of  the  Bde  attended  an  orientation  on  the  use  and  mainten¬ 
ance  of  tho  XT'  148  weapons  system.  2/40  Arty,  oon  timer  coneurgent  -gunnery 
and  FDC  rocodures  to  insure  accurate  and  timely  response  to  fire  missions • 

The  Chemical  '  ection  and  503d  Chemical  "'lat  presented  clashes  on  the 
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Mighty  Mite  to  nansuvsr  battalions.  Brigade  had  one  graduate  from  the 
MiiCV  Recondo  School, 

6,  Psychological  Operations  and  Civlo  Action: 

a.  Psychological  Operations: 

(1)  The  first  operation  in  wh  .oh  psychological  operations  woro  em¬ 
ployed  by  the  199th  Infantry  Brigade  was  the  II HAN  TR  ,CH  Operation  code  namodi 
"D5IUST  SRIP,  During  the  4  day  period  th-t  the  Brigade  was  involved  in  this 
area  225*000  199th  Infantry  "Good  Guy’!  leaflets  and  100,000  199th  Infantry 
Intelligence  :!969"  leaflets  were  air  disseminated.  Duo  to  the  quick  cur¬ 
tailment  of  tho  operation  the  results  of  these  activities  *Toro  novor  fully 
determined  and  are  assumed  to  bo  negligible. 

(2)  Sinco  tho  Brigade  has  been  committed  to  Operation  '’F-iDF.-X'' 
tho  199th  Infantry  Brig  ado  and  sup  jortiny  units  havo  disseminated  ovor  ono 
million  loaf  lots,  Emphasis  being  placed  on  tho  aChieu  Hoi”  program, 
:Ihtolligenco!:  and  Supaort  of  tho  Government  of  Vietnam  t homos. 

(3)  Result  so  far  is  one  :;Chiou  3ai:l  rallior  ft*om  tho  T3J  DUC  Distriot. 
However,  it  is  folt  that  this  is  only  tho  boginning  of  much  gr o.itor  results. 

(4)  Currently  thorois  no  electronic  or  printing  oquipmont  organic 
to  the  brigade  for  PsyOp  purposes.  Efforts  aro  boing  made  to  proeuro  this 
equipment.  Tho  Brigade  receives  general  sup x»rt  in  tho  air  dissomination 
of  loaf  lots  and  broadcasts  from  the  246th  PsyOp  company  in  3inh  Haa.  Thoy 
also  roproduco  any  spooial  loaflots  roquostod  by  tho  Brig  ado, 

(5)  Future  operations  trill  emphasise  tho  throo  thomos  previously 
mentioned  with  tho  targot  audicnoo  primarily  Viot  Cong  military  personnel  or 
tholr  dependents.  Short  rango  support  of  taotioal  operations  will  bo  admln- 
istorod  by  tho  Brlgado's  PsyOp  soction  whilo  long  range  oporations  will  bo 
loft  to  AKVN  and  MACV  Advisory  porsonnol. 

b.  Civic  Action: 

(1)  Oh  15  Docotnbor  I966  a  Civil  Affairs  Platoon  (2  Off,  2  FJl)  from 
2d  Civil  Affairs  Coop  any  was  attached  to  Brigade  to  advise,  assist,  and

Personnel  Section  AG 

Item*  Organization  of  personnel  section  to  support  overseas  deployment. 

Discussion i  The  Brigade  deployed  to  VN  in  five  groups.  An  Advance 
planning  Group,  Advance  Party/Rear  Detachment  and  three  (3)  Main  bodies. 
There  was  a  requirement  to  provide  administrative  support  to  All  groups, 
except  the  Planning  Group.  The  Personnel  Section  contained  two  officers 
and  thirty-eight  enlisted  men.  In  order  to  provide  continuous,  and  im¬ 
mediate  support  to  the  individual,  it  was  necessary  to  have  hie  records 
jacket  aocompany  him.  To  service  the  records,  tho  section  was  broken 
down  into  groups,  ftie  Advance  Party  element  consisted  of  the  AG  and  six 
enlisted  men.  Each  Main  Body  Group  was  provided  a  team. 

Observation*  This  breakout  of  the  Personnel  Section  provided  AG  support 
of  an  i  mediate  nature  whenever  and  wherever  required. 

INTELLIGENCE

VC  Hidden  Weapons 

Item*  Search  for  missing  VC  weapons. 

Discussion*  .»  recent  experience  involving  the  trailing  of  two  wounded 
VC  disclosed  a  novel  technique  employed  by  the  VC  to  preclude  capture  or 
discovery  of  their  weapons.  In  the  process  of  following  a  blood  trail 
which  led  to  a  stream,  friendly  units  discovered  2  VC  weapons  had  been 
cast  into  the  stream  in  an  attempt  to  preclude  their  capture.  Apparently, 
the  wounded  VC  found  the  weapons  to  be  cumbersome  to  their  escape  or  evac¬ 
uation  and  threw  them  into  the  stream.  The  alertness  and  experience  of 
an  ARVN  Ranger  unit  working  with  US  forces  led  to  the  discovery  of  the 
weapons  discarded  into  the  stream.  t 

Observation*  Whenever  an  encounter  with  the  VC  occurs  in  the  vicinity 
of  a  fordable  river  or  stream,  and  VC  casualties  have  been  inflicted, 
search  the  water  for  discarded  weapons. 

VC  Identification 

Item*  Identification  of  VC  Suspects. 

Discussion*  Examination  of  the  personal  effects  of  VC  KEA  disclosed  a 
cornuon  oddity.  The  presence  of  1  piaster  notes  appeared  to  bear  signifi¬ 
cance.  It  was  also  noted  that  the  1  piaster  note  is  uncommon  on  the  Viet¬ 
namese  economy.  Upon  querying  local  GVN  officials,  it  was  learned  that 
the  VC  use  the  1  piaster  note  as  a  symbol  of  identification  amongst  them¬ 
selves.

Therefore,  interrogate  thoroughly,  any  suspect  found  to  pos¬ 
sess  a  GV1J  1  piaster  note.  It  may  be  the  only  critical  clue  to  higher 
true  VC  identity. 


OPERATIONS 
Interdiction  of  LOCs 
Item*  VC  lines  of  communication. 

Discussion*  as, a  general  rule,  the  VC  will  utilize  the  most  convenient 
means  of  travel  between  two  points.  In  an  area  of  operations  interwoven 
with  rivers  and  streams,  the  predominant  mode  of  VC  travel  is  conducted 
via  the  waterways  by  sampans.  Along  rivers  and  streams  affected  by  the 
changes  in  ocean  tides,  the  bulk  of  VC  waterway  traffic  occurs  at  the 
evening  high  tide  generally  between  dusk  and  midnight.  This  permits  tha 
VC  to  utilize  small  streams  that  areunnavigable  at  low  tides.  Purther- 
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uoio,  travel  on  1  ming  high  tide  is  much  ea  r  nom-motorized 
sampans .  On  the  larger  streams  and  rivers,  the  use  of  motorized  sampans 
has  given  the  VC  the  flexibility  of  movement  during  either  high  or  low 
tide.  Therefore,  reinforced  squad  and  platoon  sized  ambushes  have  been 
Jxtensively  used,  during  hours  of  darkness,  along  known  or  suspected  VC 
Sines  of  communications.  In  a  one  month  period  the  Brigade  with  counter¬ 
part  AHVN  Bns  established  a  total  of  947  ambushes  of  which  70  made  con¬ 
tact. 

Observations!  When  it  is  difficult  to  fix  enemy  forces  because  they  op¬ 
erate  over  widely  dispersed  are  in  small  groups,  extensive  use  of  night¬ 
time  ambushes  greatly  hamper  the  enemy's  operations  and  resupply,  and  are 
successful  in  inflicting  casualties  on  his  forces  with  mlatively  small 
losses  among  our  personnel. 


Ambushes 


Itemi  River  and  Canal  Ambushes. 

Discussion!  Icany  expedient  devices  may  be  constructed  to  increase  the 
effectiveness  of  ambushes  along  rivers  and  canals,  a  claymore  mine, 
placed  in  a  tree  and  directed  downward  on  a  slant,  increases  the  lethal¬ 
ity  of  an  ambush  directed  against  personnel  in  sampans.  The  claymore  may 
also  be  placed  on  a  floatation  device,  camouflaged  as  a  piece  of  river 
residue  and  held  in  the  mainstream  by  wires.  A.  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
effects  of  tides  is  also  necessary  to  insure  that  the  ambush  position  is 
located  where  rising  water  will  not  force  the  position  to  move  and  dis¬ 
close  its  location.  Recovery  of  enemy  weapons  and  equipment  is  very  dif¬ 
ficult  in  deep  water  and  some  thought  should  be  given  to  the  use  of  nets 
or  magnets  to  assist  in  recovery. 

Observation!  ambus he s  established  along  river  or  canal  banks  require  know¬ 
ledge  of  tides  end  provides  the  small  unit  loader  with  many  opportunities 
to  increase  the  lethality  of  weapons  employed  in  the  kill  zone.  Detail 
planning  pays  off. 


Riverine  Operations 

Iteq»  Procedures  for  Operations  in  Delta  Areas 

Discussant  It  is  absolutely  essential  that  upits  being  introduced  tc  a 
riverine  environment  receive  extensive  practical  training  on  river  cross¬ 
ing  operations  to  include  expedient  methods  of  crossing  men  and  equipment. 
Further,  non-swimmers  must  be  identified  and  paired  with  a  strong  swimmer 
through  all  phases  of  water  operations.  Operations  must  be  planned  to 
allow  personnel  a  "drying  out"  period  after  being  in  water  for  extended 
periods  of  time.  Close  coordination  with  medical  personnel  is  required 
and  each  man  should  bo  inspected  after  oper.  tions  to  prevent  needless  loss 
because  of  immersion  foot  end  infection.  Silcone  grease  Bpread  on  the 
feet  and  legs  helps  prevent  tissue  breakdown. 

Observation!  Intensive  boat  and  expedient  river  crossing  training  is 
required  prior  to  committing  a  unit  into  a  riverine  environment.  Once 
committed,  clooe  personal  inspection  is  required  to  prevent  casualties 
occurring  from  immersion  foot  And  other  related  injuries.  Plans  must  in¬ 
clude  a  "drying  out  "  period  for  each  committed  unit.  As  a  general  rule, 
personnel  should  not-  remain  in  water  for  over  4&  hours. 

bJBBL  ±i£ 

Itgmi  Flying  the  CF-2JG  faster  to  preclude  effective  eneny  ground  fire. 

Discussion!  No  hits  were  registered  on  199th  organic  CE-230  aircraft  during 
the  reporting  period.  It  is  believed  that  the  reason  may  partially  be  in 
the  fact  that  these  aircraft  are  flown  at  a  cruising  speed  of  75*  instead 
of  the  normal  60k.  This  additional  speed  makes  it  difficult  for  the  enemy 
to  get  a  proper  lead  on  the  aircraft. 

Observation!  By  tracking  the  rotor  blades  of  C&-23G  aircraft  at  75*-  in¬ 
stead  of  60K,  as  reoanmended  by  the  aircraft  liandbook,  the  aircraft  not 
only  flies  smoother  at  high  speed,  but  enables  flight  up  to  the  maximum 
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speed  with  little  <ibi  .ion  on  the  airframe  and  p.  jt.

Itemt  Marking  Location  for  KESEVAC  at  Might 

Discussion!  Squad  sized  ambush  partols  at  night  normally  have  little  in 
the  way  of  directing  aircraft  into  a  PZ.  Should  it  become  necessary  to 
guide  in  a  nedevac  or  resupply  helioopter  several  simple  devices  may  be 
used.  The  first  items  is  a  hand  held  flare  to  guide  the  aircraft  to  the 
general  area.  minimum  of  three  flashlights  should  be  carried  with  each 

patrol  to  properly  mark  the  1Z.  also,  although  it  does  not  fit  in  with 
current  tactical  doctrine,  cigarettes  or  cigarette  lighters  may  be  used 
in  the  absence  of  flashlights  and  fires  may  be  built.  The  pilot  will  co¬ 
ordinate  recognition  signals  with  the  unit  on  the  ground  to  insure  that  he 
is  landing  in  the  proper  PZ.  Patrol  members  must  be  prepared  to  give  the 
pilot  proper  directional  headings  for  the  safest  and  most  secure  decent. 
Scout  the  area  for  obstructions  the  may  endanger  the  aircraft  end  keep 
the  pilot  away  from  these  locations.  Talk  to  the  pilot  on  the  radio. 

Try  to  land  the  helicopter  in  the  long  Axis  of  the  PZ  and  over  the  lowest 
barxiers.  Wind  above  10k  should  also  be  taken  into  consideration.  Try 
to  avoid  bringing  the  aircraft  in  over  area's  where  previous  enemy  con¬ 
tact  has  been  .  .ade. 

Observation!  Patrol  members  must  be  prepared  to  use  all  means  available 
to  safely  guide  medevac  helicopter's  into  their  location. 

LOGISTICS 

Maintenance 

Item!  Special  tools,  tool  sets  authorized  by  Technical  Manuals. 

Diacusalont  Many  special  tools  and  tool  sets  are  authorized  a  unit  based 
on  the  Technical  K-nual  pertaining  to  the  particular  equipment  to  be  sup¬ 
ported.  Since  the  unit  wee  activated  and  not  all  end  items  were  on  hand 
prior  to  deployment,  several  special  tools  and  tool  sets  could  not  be  order¬ 
ed  until  arrival  in-country  and  have  not  yet  been  received. 

Obpervationi  The  lack  of  authorized  special  tools  and  tool  sets  has  caused 
delay  in  the  repair  time  of  many  items  or  required  the  evacuation  to  back¬ 
up  units  of  equipment  which  could  be  repaired  and  returned  at  direct  sup¬ 
port  level.  This  was  particularly  noticeable  in  the  electronics,  armament 
and  aircraft  sections.  Tools  and  tool  sets  on  POM  requisition  were  not 
received  and  vere  recordered  Bince  a.  rival  in-country.  Sf forts  to  fabri¬ 
cate  and  substitute  hive  been  only  partially  successful.  Special  emphasis 
should  be  placed  on  obtaining  all  authorized  specials'  tools  and  tool  sets 
prior  to  deployment. 


Maintenance 

Item:  Common  hardware,  shop  stock  items  required  during  maintenance  in 
shop. 

Discussion!  The  nature  of  maintenance  activities  requires  that  common 
hardware  such  as  nuts,  bolts,  screws  and  other  frequently  used  items  such 
aa  gasket  material,  safety  wire,  insulating  tape,  etc.  bo  available  in 
the  shop  when  needed.  These  requirements  are  difficult  to  forecast"  but 
can  cause  delay  in  the  repair  of  equipment. 

Observation »  With  the  exception  of  the  items  which  were  brought  by  this 
unit,  the  items  required  in  shop  maintenance  such  as  those  given  above  are 
hard  to  obtain.  L  kit  could  be  improvised  or  developed  by  comiiodity  group, 
which  would  have  these  neceaaajy  items  contained  in  it  and  issued  to  s 
unit  prior  to  departure  from  CONUS  or  shipped  to  the*  in-cruntxy. 

Maintenance 

Item!  Effects  of  climate  on  optics. 

Diacuaaiani  The  high  heat  and  humidity  causes  optical  instruments  to  deter¬ 
iorate  and  become  unserviceable.  The  repair  of  these  items  is  made  diffi¬ 
cult  by  the  lack  of  adequate  tools  and  s  relatively  dust  free  work  area. 
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Observation i  Item*  of  critical  nature  eueh  as  artillery  or  mortar  sight 
unite  have  become  unserviceable  after  enly  a  short  period  due  to  climate* 
Bach  company  or  battery  should  have  at  least  one  replacement  sight  on 
/7  hand.

Items  Bst&blishment  of  repair  parts  supply  accounts.  / 

Discussions  During  the  period  from  activation  to  deployment,  only  one 
account  was  authorized  to  requisition  supplies,  'ibis  resulted  in  confusion 
and  delays  in  processing  requests. 

Observations  Whenever  a  unit  has  a  multiple  supply  mission  such  as  re¬ 
pair  parts  and  Class  II  &  IV  supply  it  is  essential  that  separate  supply 
accounts  be  established  as  early  as  possible. 


Maintenance 

Items  Repair  parts  in  short  supply. 

Discussions  Several  items  are  in  short  supply  and  are  difficult  to  ob¬ 
tain.  Long  BDP  has  been  experienced,  however,  these  items  are  not  con¬ 
stant  but  the  list  will  vary  from  time  to  time.

During  tho  lattor  phaso  of  Advance  Unit  Training,  conducted  at  Camp  Sholby 
Mississippi,  tho  nood  for  tho  initiation  of  preparation  for  oveipacta  deployment 
bsoamo  aouto.  Overseas  movomont  was  coming  so  oloso  on  tho  horals  of  this  'train¬ 
ing,  th»t  it  had  roally  boon  impossible  to  devote  full  attention  to  tho  Brigade'! 
fiold  training  oxorciso  and  that,  in  fact,  somo  15  of  floor  a  wore  back  at-Fort 
Bonning  working  on  tho  movomont  problem. 

To  partlv  solve  the  difficulty,  two  groups  wore  oatablishod.  Ono  doflnod 
as  a  Movomont  Planning  Group,  was  ohargod  with  initiating  tho  necessary  planning 
to  got  movement  actions  underway*  A  second,  which  was  given  tho  title  of  POR- 
POM  Coordination  Group  was  charged  with  the preparation  of  in  individual  for 
evorsoas  shipmont#  determining  tho  eapaoity  of  various  Post/Brigade  facilitios 
to  process  tho  individual  and  procurement  on  a  rocurring  basis  from  subordinate 
units,  of  tho  number  of  individuals  who  still  requlro  further  POR  qualification. 
Those  two  groups  had  accomplished  considerables  preliminary  work  in  tho  two 
aroasby  tho  timo  load  olomonts  of  the  Brlgado  had  rotumod  to  Fort  Bonning, 

a  sohodulo  was  developed  providing  for:  POM  loavo;  Packing-Crating-  Loading 
POR  qualification  and  neooasary  Brigade  Administration.  Tho  schodulo  was  broken 
into  fivo  groups:  Movomont  loam;  Advance  Planning  Group;  Carotakor  Group;  Advanc. 
Party/Roar  Dot  ache"  ant  and  Main  Body. 

Plans  woro  pointed  to  an  overall  completion  date  of  20  November  1966,  the 
Brigade's  Porsonnol  Readiness  Dato, 

Tho  fifteen  day  POM  loaves  bog-»n  With  the  Movomont  To  am,  on  8  October  1966. 
4  sixteenth  day,  at  tho  and  of  oaah  loavo  period,  was  programmed  as  tho  return  t> 
duty  dato.  This  allowed  a  determination  of  tho  oxact  date  when  all  porsonnol 
would  bo  prasont  for  duty;  this  dato  was  19  Novombor  1966. 

Having  rotumod  to  Fort  Bonning,  from  Camp  Sholby,  24  Soptombor,  tho  POM¬ 
POM  Coordination  group  waa  in  full  swing.  With  tho  POR  program  formed  up  tho 
group  was  in  the  process  of  designating  troop  movanantii;  listing  specif  ic  por¬ 
sonnol  on  oaoh  movomont. 

Tho  troop  movomont  groups  cons  is  tod  of  i  Two  main  body,  troop  movements; 

Two,  tvo-hundrod  and  fity  man,  voyage  staff  porsonnol;  An  advmnco  planning  group; 
An  advance  party  of  two- hundred  and  eighty  non  and  a  breakdown  of  thoso  personnel 
accompanying  equipment  -  Major  shipment  porsonnol,  to  accompany  other  or  sulu 
type  oquipmont  -  Rod  TaT,  to  accompany  aboard  troop  ship  -  Organic  aircraft 
(8  OH-23),  ono  pilot  and  mechanics, 

Schodulos  had  boon  arranged  for:  Dental  chocks;  Health  rooords  chocks; 
Training  records  chocks ;  ID  tags,  cards  and  processing  and  necessary  arrangement* 
mado  for  Central  Post  Clearance. 

Although  POR  qualification  is  tho  Command  responsibility  of  tho  individual 
units,  guidance  was  given  by,  and  coordination  of^ootod  through,  tho  POR-POM 
Coordination  Group.  In  this  mannor  Brigade  kopt  abroast  of  tho  situation.  As 
time  went  on,  It  boemo  evident  that  a  tight  reign  was  required  in  ordor  to 
comploto  this  phaso  of  tho  operation • 

Several  problems  developed  during  POR  processing.  Tho  first  was  in  the 
arot  of  woapons  qualification.  Tho  Brigado  roooivod  M-16  riflos  towards  tho 
end  of  Ootobor,  Though  it  was  known  this  lssuo  was  forthcoming,  Post  would  not 
allow  tho  Brigade  to  sohodulo  any  ranges  until  tho  woapons  woro  in  hand.  There- 
foro,  tho  lato  delivery  of  tho  M-l6s  found  tho  rang  os  scheduled  to  Post  units. 
This  mado  scheduling  a  mattor  of  oooMlnatlcw  with  othor  units,  as  woll  as  with 
tho  Post;  complicating  a  program  that  had  an  oarly  doadlino  *  -  NLT  19  Novombor 
1966.  Tho  qualification  was  further  complicated  by  tho  number  of  porsonnol  who 
woro  roquirod  to  participate.  Tho  majority  of  those  not  required  to  qualify  had 
to  firo  for  familiarisation.  This,  all  at  a  time  when  ipproximatoly  30)1  of  all 
Brlgado  porsonnol  woro  on  POM  loavo. 
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An  associated  problem  was  in  tho  area  of  transportation  to  sup  •>ort  tho 
axorc iso.  It  was  nocossary  to  roquost  support  from  othor  agencies  as  most 
organic  vohiclos  worn  being  prooossod  for  shipment 

Relaxation  of  Post *s  range  scheduling  policy  or  an  oarlior  woapons  dolivory 
^  would  havo  alleviated  many  probloms,  as  tho  limiting  factor  -  tiio,  could 
bo  ohangod. 

Anothor  problem  aroa  was  in  Dental  procosaing.  Disposition  of  dental 
records  mado  it  difficult  to  scroen  thorn  to  dotermino  tho  Brigade's  status.  Duo 
to  tho  physical  disoosition  of  Brigade  units,  elondnts  at  Kolley  Hill  and  at  Sand 
Hill,  tho  Brigado  was  serviced  by  two  dental  clinics.  Brlgado  dental  rocords 
woro  split  between  two  sorvicing  olinios.  To  furthor  complicate  raottors,  whon 
Individuals  woro  transferred  from  one  unit  to  anothor,  during  organizational 
dervolo  orient,  dontal  rocords  woro  not  always  movad  accordingly.  ‘'/hem  a  nrn 
reaohod  tho  unit  in  which  ho  ould  sorvo,  his  records  would  remain  in  his  old 
unit's  filo.  Somo  men  joinod  tho  Brigade  from  othor  units  and  didn't  ovon  bring 
tholr  rocords.  After,  duo  tiao  this  nroblora  was  solved.  Units  woro  required 
to  send  two  copies,  of  thoir  unit  rostors  to  tholr  sorvicing  clinic.  Records 
woro  ohoolcod  ag  inst  thoso  rostors  and  misplaced  rocords,  soaroheri  out  9 iyi  placod 
in  the  oropor  unit  filo.  The  clinic  was  than  abla  to  produoo  rostors,  by  unit, 
of  thoso  porsonnol  requiring  POR  chocks*  Tho  roquiromont  was  solved,  but  tirao 
was  lost* 

If  dontal  records  h*d  bo  n  rot»inod  by  tho  individual,  or  at  a  central 
point,  until  troop  dispositions  woro  firm,  this  probably  would  not  havo  bocomo  a 
problem  aroa* 

Tho  big  problom  faced  by  tho  Hovomont  Planning  Group  was  a  lack  of  tutorial 
handling  equipment  (MHE)  and  a  lack  of  firm  knowlodgo  on  train  arrival  timos 
and  train  configuration. 

This  problom  was  created  vion  tho  train  loading  date  was  moved  up  ono  wook; 
from  5  November  1966  to  27  October  1966. 

All  complotion  dates  woro,  accordingly,  moved  uo  ono  wook.  This  caught 
wholo  teams  of  man  on  thoir  POM  loavos ,  Croat ing  a  requirement  to  draft  now  toams 
frOm  available  porsonnol.  Tho  movomont  training  schools,  scheduled  to  bo  conduc¬ 
ted  by  Post,  had  to  bo  ro-achodulod  for  an  earlier  dato. 

MHE  programed  to  arrive  on  5  November  1966,  didn't  start  to  arrivo  until. 

7  November  1966,  when  ono  fork-lift  waa  dolivorod.  Of  fivo  lifts  roquostod,  only 
four  woro  dolivorod.;  and  tho  fourth,  nctuntil  11  November  1966.  Tho  loading  task 
was  undo  ovon  moro  difficult,  as  hard-stand  typo  lifts  woro  issued  in  '’.iou  of  tho 
rough-torrain  typo,  roquostod. 

Earllor  procuromont  of  trains,  nooossitatod  by  tho  rovision  in  tho  loading 
schodulo,  posed  a  real  problom.  To  fullfill  tho  mission,  trains  woro  literally 
thrown  together.  It  was  all  but  imoosslblo  to  produoo  a  firm  train  sohodulo  at 
this  short  notloo.  Brigade  found  its  oquiotnont  being  loaded,  piecemeal  fashion 
on  mlsoollanoous  trains  of  variod  configuration.  Not  being  ablo  to  arrivo  at 
a  firm  schodulo,  it  was  not  possible  to  know  whon  a  tr  in  would  arrivo,  whoro  it 
would  bo  positioned  or  what  its  configuration  would  bo.  As  it  turned  out  somo 
trains  would  arrivo  with  no  two  ears  of  tho  sane  dimensions.  This  roquired  s 
now  loading  plan,  for  each  oar  producing  unroallstlo  train  loading  tlmos. 

In  order  to  Load  Out,  units  woro  required  to  bo  proparod  to  move  all,  or 
parts,  of  thoir  oquloraont  to  any  ono  of  several  loading  sltos,  on  a  moments  notio- 
As  no  load  time  could  bo  programed  to  allow  .1  unit  to  bo  in  position  to  load 
when  a.  train  arrived,  a  dogroo  of  inofficioncy  was  built  into  all  loading  pro- 
coduros* 

Thoso  problems  might  havo  boon  avoided  by  allowing  tho  orlgional  train 
loading  dato,  5  November  1966,  to  stand  or  by  readjusting  train  and  MHE  avail¬ 
ability  datns  to  ao  it  tho  now  load  dato  of  27  Ootobor  19o6.  Tho  mission  would 
havo  boon  bettor  sorvnd,  had  tho  KHB  boon  of  tho  propor  typo. 

In  addition  to  tho  aoooial  problems  involved  with  POR-POM  processing,  thoro 
remained  tho  error  pros  sine  onos,  inhorent  to  daily  operations,  as  tho  Brig  ado  was 
still  in  tho  process  of  roeolving  porsonnol  and  equipment.

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The  primary  force  in  this  area  of  operation  was  local  force  Viet 
Cong  in  small  groups  (4-5  men).  They  were  reportedly  engaged  in 
covert  actions  of  sabotage  and  theft  of  ammunition.  The  above 
information  was  supplied  in  part  by  the  2d  Bn  3d  Infantry  who 
was  operating  in  the  area  prior  to  our  assumption  of  the  South 
TJniontown  mission.

For,  the  first  time  individuals  were  issued  ammunition  without  excess¬ 
ive  control  and  safety  neasmes  being  applied.  Through  continued  carrying, 
handling  and  firing  of  these  munitions,  individuals  to  include  leaders  at' all 
echelons  became  less  apprenhesive  about  probable  accidents  and  individuals 
acquired  confidence  in  themselves  and  their  units. 

Extended  periods  of  operations  within  the  sane  limited  assigned  areas 
without  contaetwith  the  enemy  causes  units  to  relax  and  become  lees  alert. 

To  overcome  this  trend,  companies  were  rotated  to  other  areas  within  the 
Sattllon  operational  area  as  often  as  feasible. 

Because  of  firing  restrictions  the  mortar  platoons  and  the  anti-tank 
platoon  contributed  little  to  the  overall  operation.  The  mortar  platoons  of 
the  rifle  companies  normally  utilized  one  mortar  and  the  other  squads  were 
utilized  for  other  missions.  E  Company  (CS)  was  reorganized  into  a  reduced 
strength  rifle  company  consisting  2  rifle  platoons  and  a  mortar  platoon  of 
two  squads;  however  the  company  still  maintains  a  capability  to  employ  two 
106  RB  if  the  need  arises. 

It  is  felt  that  the  Battalion  contributed  to  the  security  of  the 
Long  Bihh  complex  and  at  the  same  time  benefited  immeasurably  from  the  train¬ 
ing  receiv  i  in  a  relatively  quiet  oombat  area.

13*  (C)  ADUNISTRAIIVE  MATTERS*  The  Brigade  Administrative  Order  was 

adequate  to  support  the  operation. 

a.  Supply*  Resupply  for  this  operation  was  strictly  aerial.  Lack 
cf  helicopters  was  a  major  drawback  to  resupply  missions.  Having  the  use  of 
only  one  chopper  during  our  resupply  hours  hampered  the  movement  of  the  com¬ 
panies  since  they  hed  to  wait  for  the  one  helicopter  to  make  several  trips 
between  the  company  location*  nnd  the  resupply  point  at  the  heliport.  Com¬ 
ments  on  specific  srees  are  as  follows* 

(1)  Our  resupply  schedule  was  as  follows*  The  line  companies 
that  were  our  maneuver  element  were  resupplied  as  early  as  possible  in  the 
mornings.  This  gave  them  more  time  for  movement  during  the  day  and  alao 
prevented  the  appearance  of  a  helicopter  to  give  away  their  base  camp  for 
the  night.  Our  Bettallon  CP  and  ita  security  elements  were  resupplied  during 
the  evening  after  the  companies  had  completely  resupplied. 

(2)  The  basic  load  of  ammunition  for  deployment  on  this  operation 
wee  400  rounds  of  5 .56mm  per  man*  1500  rdn  of  7* 62mm  per  maohinegun;  12  rounds 
of  HE,  8  rounds  Illumination,  and  6  rounds  VP  for  each  mortar  tube}  and  40  - 

30  rounds  per  M-79  grenade  launcher.  These  loads  were  augmented  by  the  separate 
Co  Commanders  to  suit  any  special  situation,  e.g.  a  radio  operator  would  per¬ 
haps  carry  only  200  rda  5 -56 tan  while  a  rifleman  would  carry  aa  much  as  300 
rounds  of  3*5&m*

techniques  were  used  on  this  operation. 

15*  (C)  OOMKUTDHl'S  ANALYSIS t  This  operation  was  initiated  in  apn  area 

where  there  was  no  significant  intelligence.  Our  ocncept  was  to  cover  as 
such  of  the  area  as  possible,  developing  sufficient  intelligence  on  whioh  to 
base  platoon  and  company  S  &  D  operations.  Daylight  S  &  D  operations,  and 
patrols  |  and  night  ambushes  were  used  to  try  and  intercept  the  enemy  during 
hla  movement.  Other  than  a  few  wood  cutters,  the  only  aotivity  was  1  enemy 
Killed  $)C).  Sinoe  numerous  areas  roe  emih  ling  way  stations  were  found  along 
trails  and  streams,  it  appears  that  ths  ares  serves  VC  mainly  as  covered  route. 
Some  defoliation  missions  have  "Opened  up"  large  areas  to  serial  observation- 
More  of  this  would  further  limit  enemy  capabilities  to  move  undeoted  in  day¬ 
light.  i'he  battalion  did  not  remain  in  the  area  long  enough  to  give  us  a  good 
feel  as  to  its  overall  value  to  VC.  The  IZ  preparation  by  waa  unsatis¬ 
factory  in  that  each  attacking  aircraft  put  his  ordnance  in  alamoat  the  exact 
•pot  marked  by  the  FAC.  This  reeulted  in  practically  no  coverage  of  the  JSL 
fringe  areas.  Artillery  preparation  was  likewise  "pin  pointed."  It  la  pos¬ 
sible  that  aerial  observers  had  not  been  pre  briefed  that  theirs  was  more  of 
an  ere a  target  mieel'm  a  a  opposed  to  a  point  target  one.  Armed  heliooptera 
did  come  in  2  minutes  prior  to  LZ  time  and  fired  excellent  area  suppressive 
fires.
